ON EMANCIPATION DAY.

He Appnl to His Race to Fit
Themseives for Citizership.
. Opposes Raduction in the

South’s Representation.

Emancipation Day was oelobrated in
great style in Beaufort. The grand
marshal of the day was Joseph Dais.
There was a street parade of oolored
of the late war, colored militia
and business men and ocitizens. The
exercises were hald at the school house.
The amancipation proclamation was
read by Edward Mayors. Rev. P. P.
Watson was master of oeremonies.
Robert Bmalls delivered a short address
reviewing the first emancipation oele-

bration which was held at Beaufort in
1863. Gen. B:!.ul Saxon ':!‘d B::n-
ullll.m:lﬂ as he was present in a-
ro:: st the ’ ulobrlgon. which were
read by Rev. Watson; after which he

uoed the orator of the day, Presi-
dent Thomas K. Miller, who spoke in
part as follows:

Mr. Chairman, veterans and fellow
oitisens: Iam here at my old home,
ha been honored by your commit-
tee with an invitation to deliver the ad-
on this the thirty-seventh anni-
versary of our emancipation.

It 18 not in my power to express here
or elsewhere the heartfelt gratitude that
I owe you and how deeply I appreciate
this eall to be with you on this day—a

that means so muoch to us negroes.
It is indeed our passover, for upon it
the pronunciamento that made us men
and citizens and that severed the chains
that bound us in fetters that were gall-
ing indeed went into effeot.

Every nation weak or strong has had
its passover day; and the more loyal
they are to their country, the more pa-
triotio they areto their birthland, the
more faithfal they have been in com-
memorating the day of their deliveranoce.
And this magunificent display of citizens
and soldiery and especially that solid
P over there of battle-scarred
veterans who fought that this day
might not be robbed of ita hallowed
blessings, remind me of the full meas-
ure of loyalty, patriotism and self-sacri-
floing devotion %o principles that are
the embodiment of the American Ne-

gro.

While in the state senate, one of the
greatest oompliments that was ever
paid to the head, hand and heart of
the Amerioan negro fell from the lips
of that splendid Confederate chieftain,
Gen. Mart Gary. Baid he: ‘‘The ve-
gro is ignorant, but he is loyal to a
cause, he is faitnful to a trust, and
there is no body of men found anywhere
who will follow a leadcr with more
oonfidenoce, love and fidelity than the
negro.” ‘‘Give him leadership,” said
Ger. , ‘‘and he becomes blird to
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olaim—*‘[ wo1'd have been thauvkful to
President McKinley 1f he had sble to
remember the negro with a little “n."

The truth is fellow citizens, he did
not remember to write us with any kind
of an *‘n” in his message. .

The truth is, the national republioan
party, through its offisers, have sorved
notice on us that they bave grown tired
serving us, and that they do not iatend
to interfere with or astist us, i

When President McKinley mado his
southern tour ke said in Georgis that
every Uonfedorate grave was a monu
ment to ‘‘American patriotis:n."” ;

Fellow citizens, let me guote Presi
dent McKinley again: *‘Every Con-
federato grave is a monument to Ameri-
oan patriotism.” Do you doubt it? If
you aro republicans, which 1 know you
are, you do not dare doubt it, for our
republioan president, who is the official
mouth-pieoo of the republican party,
said 8o, and the party at the list cleo-
tion eodorsed it by roeleoting him;
hexcce, it is tine. .

It is useless to live if you intend to
live in blindnesss. Every utterance of
importance falling from the lips of
nothern republicans, with very few ex-
oeptions, tends to show that the repub-
lican party is getting in doubt on the
subjeot of who was right or who was
wrong duaring the last war. What is a
patriot? What is patriotism? Can the
graves of men who were guilty of d_om;.:
wrong be mopuments to patriotism?
No, fellow citizens, we must acaept
Wm. McKinley as authority on this
subjeot. :

Qaoe of the sore subjects with us
negroes, particularly the negroes of
Beaufort county, is the matter of our
partial and temporary disfranchisewent;
and we blame the white people of South
Carolioa for it. In part they are to
blame, but only in very small part.
They have accomoplished this act with,
through, aud by the permis.ivn of the
pational republicans of the morth, 1f
the north did not want it so, the hand
ful of white penple in the sonch eould
not wake it su

A rejublican supremoa conrt, by ra-
fusing to ioterfere and as-is: us have
asid that they were night in this aot.
The republioan congress. by refusiog to
seat rejublican congressmen from South
Qaroliaa, have further cmphas z d the
fact that the white people of South
Carolina in this act have been right

The truth is but the truth, and I am
here to tell yeu the whole truth, and it
i8 this; the patiooal republican party
hes deserted us, has avandoned u ;
and with a very few exorptions, they
show by their failing to act, and aften
by their utterauees, that thoy nocd the
forgivennees of tiie seuth for ever hav-
ing assisted us.

We have a fow friends left, bat they
are in a woeful minority. Chandler,
Mason, Allison, Tom Reed, and Ben
Harrison aro still with us, but where
are their backing? When it comes to
the negro they stand almost alone!

From time immemorial (a8 measured
by the lifé of the Awerican republic)
the negro has been the bone of oraten-
tion. lo the carly part of the century
the faot of hiz being in the south, and
thereby was counted by the south in its
clsim to and possession of politieal
reptesentation io the national couneil
was a cause of a lobg and bitter strife
between the north and scuth,

The southern masters said  that
though he was a black slave, he was
human, and for that reason insisted

trayed a trust, whether at
the fields, in the work shops
m the battle field. History re-
a8 never a oarping hypo-

erite with foul treason in heart.
Btanding here amidst the very first
moments of & mew century, having been
rmitted to live during the last
rilf of the century that has just passed
away, I am able to recall many evenis
—some of which are recorded history
And as I stand here and draw aside the
eurtain, and peep down, away down the
vistsa of time, 1 sec the events, asif
with magie, passing before my vision
all the way down, down the vista, por-
tions which are obscured on scoount of

Um.f.;nut Istop for a moment and
point out a few of the things we suffored
vious to this, the birthrly of our de-

iverance? No, oh, no. Most of them
are epgraved upon our hearts as if
burnt in by hot steel. Nevertheless

this is not the time for me to indulge
in the temptation to recall them.

There is another task—a self in-
flioted task assigned me, and it is to
deal briefly with present conditions,
and from ‘them take a reckoning so as
to present to you a birdseye view of
the blessings that are to be ours in the
future—Dblessinga that must come if we
oan only continue to bear and forbear;
blessings that we will enjoy if we will
only labor, prepare ourselves, and wait
for their coming.

Henoe, I have chosen for my subjeot
*‘At spes non fracts.” [ranslated lit
erally my subjeot is, ‘‘Neverthless hope
is not broken.”

At present our situation is not what
we would like to have it. To one who
sees an objeot superficially the outlook
is gloomy, but after all the sun is still
shining, and the fog, the mist, must
and wili disappear.

But, fellow citizens, we must lift
up our hands and execute, for no peo-
ple has ever prospered by waiting —
supinely waiting—{for outside assistanoce
or for outside interference.

Where sie we? Where are the ten
millions of negroes located? We are
prinecipally in the slave-holding states,

there we must and will romain un-
less we fiy-froi. ‘oderthe Amerioan
flag to a land over which the Amerioan
nﬁle spreads not its wings in majesty
and power.

The north does not want us. Why,
even the great atate of Illinois, which
furnished our emancipator, through its
present governor, Tanner, tells us we
must not come. Have you forgotten
that not two years ago heforbide negro
Inborers entering into the state of 1lli-
mois to labor in the mines? He ocalled
us aliens and said that if we persisted
in soming there to work—not to vote—
to labor in the mines, the lowest of
labor, to earn bread by the sweat of our
brow; if we persisied in coming there
to Jabor and to work he would meet us
sk the border with Gatling guns and
shoot us to death.

Yes, frionds, he was so0 reported in
the daily papers, and 1 have neverseen
it contradioted. Nevertheless he is one
of our Republioan governors.

In every Republican convention, up
to the time Garfleld was nominsted,
something was said in the platform
favorable to the ¢ But since then
our great national Republioan conven-
tions have not had wen in them who
were loyal enough;to us to plsce in the
rlntform;ona word of ‘hope and cheer
or the negroes who had been faithful
to them at all times snd on all ocoasions.

The nation has just succeeded im
electing a republioan president, Wm
MoKinley, and he has writton & long
messago to congress. I know a negro

her who grows frantio every time

soos the word negro printed with s
little ““n!”; but on the night after
Prosident MoMinloy's recent message

was printed, I heard a negro woman ex-
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Bt Mo unturidgbe counted in the ap
portionment of } politioal representation
AMOng the gtam‘ii; and t!‘l(‘j‘ did suceced

to us by and through the white man of
the souch.

God can move mounotaics. We are
not any worse sfll cted in oar weitizen
ship aad rights than bave been other
nations.

I bave stated that [ am opposed to
the outting down of the representation
of the south, Why am [ opposed to it?
B ;osuse it wounld be wrong, and if it is
a wrong to temporarily dis!ranchise us,
the taking uway of the south's represen-
tation for that reason wou'd bs a great-
cr wrong Two wroogs oan never make
a right. Have vou ever stopped o
oouut the oovst to us negroes shosld the
touth lose its fifty oongressmen that
aro allotted to her on account of our
presence here?

If the reprerentstion were taken
away it would mean absolute aad total
disfranohisement of the people who
had no representation in tho general
ROV roment.

For a time the wkhite people wonld
tuffer, but if the representation were
taken away from the south the negro
would be practically killed for one
huvdred years. Some go so far as tosay
that they do not oare what happers to
43 neg-ocs 50 long as the souch loses
her fitty representatives, but let us top
and count the cost before we join the
hue and ory: **Cut dowa the represen-
tation, cut down the south's ropresen
tation."

It is arguod that it i3 no use to have
a thing that you esnaot wusc; a right
that you canoot erjry. But that does
not hold good in ail cases. The children
of Isracl were given the ark of the
covensnt, asd after they had crossed
the Jordan they furgot the teachivgs of
Moses, anl for them the wurk of the
ouvenant lost it power, but it was the
iosignia of Jehova's promse [ faled
to do service for the sinful Israelites
aud the Cancaosinl es cariied it away,
and placed 1t in their temple, in oh
midst of their idols to make 1t a thiog
of derision in its heiplissness in thas
wemple of blivdness, wickedpess anmd
wing but when they wont ouck to look
atit in derision, surrounded by the
tdols of B, what dil thyy behold ?
Why all therr 1dols had tumbled to the
ground aud were arushed; and in that
sight the heathen saw that the ark of
the covenaut, which was the maena
charta of the Jews, hal ia it the
sticagth and protection to the Jews.

Lot our riche to vote be loeked up
temporarily in tho temple of prejudice,
bhut do not seek to destroy 1t by askiog
congiess to cut down the representatiou
of the South, which was given on
aoovunt of our presenco hiere. A right
omoe given is never annthilsted, and
should the eouth lose the representa-
tion given on account of our presence
we will be disfranchised forevor—we,
aud not the white man, will be the
rufferer for all timo if the act  is por
petrated.

No, fetlow oitizons, let the south
have herr precestation, although the
right is looked up in the tewmple of
biind prejudioe; Lut if the right re-
mains the vime will edme, and como it
wmust, when the whi e mea of tho scuth
will lnvite us to enjoy it with them.

Liet us prenare ourselves for its o1 joy-
ment, for it wi.l eome back to us in its
falloess and (s richt

Lot us resolve to use it with our white
neighbors for the benefic of oursclves
and our white neighbors, Lot us ro-
tolve to fit oursclves eduoaiionally,

in having counted Miul T pIrc~Jh m¥
other hand the nerth said that although
he was human being be was only a
ohattel, heuce in tho politieal appor
tionment he thould not be counted at
all; and thatooly free white wen should
be counted.

This subjeet of political representa
tion for the nigro nzitated the pation
from its _arliest birth, and was the
ohief and dir: et oause of ihe firing of the
first shot at Furt Suwter, and the suar-
render of that n. b ¢ chieltain at Appo
matox. It wasthe chief cause of the
emancipation proclamation that was
read hcre today; and woiday, thirty se7en
years after our cmaceipation, it is the
bone of contention.

The question that conocerns ui more
thao auy other one question is the fifty
congressen who are accredited to the
south on sccouot of the prescnoe of
ten million negrocs in the south.

Nearly evory negro politician, nearly
every negro preacher, uneatly every
thinking, well meaniog negro through
out this glorious southland of ours, say
that the south should lose those fifty
congressmen because of cur partial and
temporary dis‘ranchiscment.

**A prophet is not without honar save
in his own country,” and why so? Be-
cause he 158 seer—one who uoviils the
future, and shows to his fellow couatry-
men thiogs that are for their best good,
butseldom in accord with their thoughts
or wishes. Fellow oitizens, that i- my
position before you today. [ have
studied well this subj:ot, and as 1 rce
it, for my own good, wy country's goad
and espeoially the good of my raco. |
feel that L am not 1n accord with the
thoughts of that race, but, vh, country
men, negroes, have patience, give
your sywpatny anod Lewr me; for
oause of negroes unborn,

I am unalterably oppo-ed to the ent-
ting down of the routh's representation
that is given her on acoount of the ten
million negroes withio her confines |
am opposed o it, ficsr, beoause I am s
negro; sacond, becau-e | am a southern
negro; third, beosuse it 18 wy expecta
tion to live aond die here, and my solenn
wish is that all who are conneoted with
me, a8 negroes, should remain io this
southland—uihe besy place in the world
for negrocs.

Remain here and bear the oppression;
rowain here with a hoart fu!l of Live fur
tho oppressor; remain hiore doin? the
right; remain here makiog and saving
money; remain here with a purpose to
better your condition rewa:dless of the
surroundings; rewsin here olinging to
tho land becau e it is our birthright;
remain hero resting upon the promise
of God, prayving to Giod fora better
day, asking God to open the oyes of
our white oitizeny that thoy may see
that it is Lo their ioterest to assist us in
all our uodertakings, to unite with us
in a purpose 1o make this southland
the home of free medi.

EXPENSES OF THE MILITIA

Ircu red in  Buppressing the

Threatened Uprising In

Georgtown, Some

Valuad Relics.

The governor Friday transmitted to
the genersl assembly three meoesagos
upon matters of some interest. One
is accompsnied by the expense account
of the soldiery sent to Georgetown to
put down the alleged trouble.

The eecond message relates to the
flags of the Palmétto regiment in Flor-
ida, and the vase presented Andrew
Jackson by the women of Syuth Caro
lina and left by him at his death to the
last survivor of the Palmetto regiment.
This was referred to the committee on
military in the house.

The message as to the expense of the
troops went to the ways anu weans
committee of the house, and the third
which r-ferred to the o+ding of certain
lands on Sullivan’s [sland to the Uai
ted States government was seot to the
judiciary committee of the house

The followiog is the text of the three
messages:

EXPENSES OF TROOWS.
Gentlemen of the (Ganeral Assembly-

Oa two ocooasions during the past
year it becamo pecessary in order to
maintain the preaco and prevent mob
violenee to eall npon the strong arm of
the militia. The promptoess with
which the volunteer troops responded
and the healthful influesce of their
presence is strong evidenoe of the effi
oicney of theservice and the wisdom
of properly maintaining a well organiz-
ed, diseiplined volunteer soldiery.

There was necrssarily some expense
conucoted with the calling out of the
militia, and [ beg to submit herewith
the item 'z d statement of cost and re
commend that you make provision to
vay the samo. luo the Florence trouble
I paid out of my contingent fuod all
the (xpenses cxcept the amount due
the railroads for transportation. I'n the
(Georgetown matter only one item has
been paid, that of traneporting the
Sumler company from Sumter to
(icorgetown, and which had been ad-
vanced by the captaio of the company.
I could bave arranged to borrow this
moncy but thera was no suthority of
law for it, and I thought best to lot it
stand uutil an appropriation could be
made by you, My contingent fund was
inadequate to pay it.  Proper vouchers
are on filo for the various items. It is
a just and proper charge agsinst the
State, aud I am sure will receive your
favorable consideration. Here are the
items for which an  appropriation is
asked, and also a statement showing
what has been paid:
